The John Mathews Piguet Cemetery is now available for touring. Five headstones pre- 
served by the Historical Society have been returned to the cemetery and a fence has been 
placed around the cemetery. The Society is still working to raise funds to replace the urn on 
John Mathews headstone that was originally there. Our office manager is looking for possi- 
ble grant monies to help in the restoration.

Hwy 62 and follow Crystal up to the top of the hill. The cemetery is at the top overlooking 
the high school and has a beautiful view of Mt. McLoughlin. 
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WOOD HOUSE UPDATES 


The Marvin Sylvester Wood House is alive and well thanks to the 
never ending efforts of Skip Geear and his dedicated small work 
crew. In case you are new to the society or just want some good 
reading the *Wood House” sits across from the egg farm on Hwy 
62 and has a great view of Mt. McLoughlin. Built in 1870, the two 
story Wood House is one of the oldest houses still standing in 
Southern Oregon. Walter Wood, the last true resident of the house 
lived in it until he died in 1974. You can come out to the house on 
weekends and probably find Skip, or one of his crew, ready and 
willing to tell you all you ever wanted to know about the house of 
good old Walter. Skip is currently working through over 2” of 
paperwork to get the Wood House on the National Historical 
Registry that will help preserve the house. 


Although the Historical Society owns the house, the land it sits on 
has always been rented and always in jeopardy of being sold. For 
several years the Historical Society has maintained a land acquisi- 
tion fund in hopes of raising enough dollars to purchase the land. 
This would be the only way the Wood House would be assured of 
survival. In early June of this year the landowners sold the land the 
Wood House sits on as well as 37 surrounding acres to Judson 
Parsons and Diana Gardener of Silverton, Oregon. 


The Parsons immediately made an offer to the Historical Society 
to rent two acres of land for $1.00 a year. Because of this very 
generous offer the Wood House now has security. Anyone who 
has made a donation to the land acquisition fund and would like to 
have their monies returned and can prove by check or other means 
will have their donations returned with many thanks for their sup- 
port. Any monies still in the fund after August 1*, 2007 will be 
rolled over to anew Wood House account used for daily operations 
to make it self supporting. 


Speaking of donations, do you know that for every bottle of Cra- 
ter Lake “Wood House” wine sold at the Crater Lake winery in 
Shady Cove the owners of the winery donate $2.00 to the Wood 
House Fund? 


So what is going on now you may ask? Well, there has been sev- 
eral art shows, antique car shows and an antique clock show at the 
Wood House. September 8" will be another art show. Best of all, 
at all their shows they offer free wine tasting with hor douvres 
served on the side. Come on out! 


Finally, have you been out to the Wood House lately and seen the 
American flag flying proudly from the house? Look closely at the 
flag. It is an exact replica of a 1870 American flag. Look closely. 
How many stars do you see? How many stripes? 
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There's old glory flying
